that strenuous war conditions exist, to dis- 
credit the financial position of the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board, and I wish to make a 
statement.

Parliament limited the powers of 
the Board in the first five years to raise not 
more than £8,000 per year extra from tonnige 
dues, and £8,000 extra from dues on goods, 
but after the expiration of that period it was 
within the power of the Board to charge any 
dues they thought proper up to the maxima 
laid down. 544. per ton was accordingly levied 
on 50 per ‘cont. of the. gross tonnage on 
cross-Channel boats, 10jd. per ton on foreign 
ships, and 125 per cent. of the schedule of 
dues on goods.

President Wilson’s Note to Germany is 
described as being substantially covered 
by his address to Congress.

Dublin Port Finance. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board the Chairman made 
an important statement with respect to 
the Board's financial position. As we 
have said more than once, there is no local 
body concerning whose affairs the public 
is more in the dark. We particularly 
welcome, therefore, the account, given by 
Mr. Crewe of some of the points in the 
Bobrd’s Position which. are of immediate 
importance. An atmosphere of mystery 
encourages the spread of damaging 
rumours, and the Board cannot afford: 
in its time of difficulty to have its posi- 
tion misjudged. That this is a time of 
difficulty for the Board is the only thing 
which - the bulk. of the public had 
grasped. The main point of Mr. Crowe's 
statement, it seems to us, js that the diffi- 
culty can be surmounted. The direct 
antecedent of Mr. Crowe s statement was, 
we take it, the motion which Sir John 
Grifith brought forward at a recent meet- 
ing of the Port and Docks’Board. This 
motion, which was not publicly discussed 
by the Board, alluded to the fact that in 
the near future a number of the short- 
term bonds on which the Board raised 
capital will fall due for redemption. The 
amount of the bonds which terminate in 
the current year was stated in the motion 
as £93,000. The Chairman tells us that 
the amount of the sinking fund available 
for redemption payments is £100,000. If 
these were the only facts in the case, 
then—on the assumption that none of the 
bonds falling in this year was renewed— 
the affairs of the Board, as somebody was 
quoted yesterday as having said, might | 
have to be put in the hands of a Receiver.

Clericai Heroes. 


The record of devotion and seif- 
sacrifice displayed by naval and military 
chaplains in the war 1s crowned to-day by 
the announcement that the King has con- 
ferred the Victoria Cross on the Reverend 
E. N. Mellish, a Church of England chap- 
lam. His is the first Cross won by a 
clergyman in this war, and the seeond in 
the history of the decoration. A wide 
interval separates the two occasions. The 
Cross was instituted in 1856, and the first 
clergyman to win it was the Reverend 
J. W. Adams, of the Bengal Ecclesiastical 
Establishment, for conspicuous bravery 
before the enemy in the Indian campaign 
of 1878-1880. Mr. Adams was a graduate 
of Trinity College, Dublin, and in the 
summer term of 1903 the Umversity of 
Dublin marked its sense of his distinction 
by conferring on him the honorary degree 
of M.A. He died some years ago, and 
Mr. Mellish enjoys the honour of being 
the only living clerical holder of the de- 
coration. No man, outside or inside the 
fighting services, has ever better earned 
the supreme reward. “For Valour.” 
Mr. Mellish, ‘during heavy . fight- 
ing on three successive days, re 
peatediy went backwards and forwards 
under continuous and heavy shell and 
machine-gun fire between our original 
trenches and those captured from thie 
enemy in order to tend and rescue 
wounded men.” . It is a splendid epitome 
of the work of the Army Chaplains’ De- 
partment—that work of devoted men who 
cheerfully, through all. hardships and 
dangers, strive to carry through the 
stricken field of war a divine compassion,

MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S 
ACHIEVEMENT. 


What has happened, explains the Political 
Correspondent of the Morning Post, is that 
Mr. Lloyd George's persistence and courage 
have won over, not a majority, but the whole 
Cabinet to the principle of general compulsion. 
t will not be pat into operation at once. The 

other schemes already agreed upon—enrolling 
men as they reach the age of 18, retaining 
time-expired regulars and Territorials, to- 
gether with what remains to be done in 
“combing out’ the badged and reserved 
occupations—are to be pressed forward. In 
addition, there is to be another recruiting 
rally. to last for a month, and if this should 
prove unequal to supplying the steady flow 
of enlistment which the military needs de- 
mand, then a bill for genera! compulsion is to 
be introduced and pressed forward with the 
full strength of ‘a united Cabinet. 
A great—if not a predominating—influence in 
bringing the Calinet deadlock to an end has 
been the work of the Unioviast War Committee, 
over which Sir Edward Carson presides. It 
erystaiised the almost unanimous view of the 
Unionist Party in favour of equality of sacri- 
fice, and thu«made it certain that the Unionist 
members of the Cabinet, especially Mr. Bonar 
Law. must rally to the support of the Minister 
of Munitions. 


THE SECRET SESSION. 


So far as can be recalled, savs the Daily 
Telegraph, a secret session of Parliament, 
such as the Cabinet now contemplates, is an 
entire novelty in the political annals of Eng- 
land. Such a thing is, of course, common in 
the United States and various European coun- 
tries, but here it is unknown. Nevertheless, 
it has been for centuries the principle of Par- 
hamentary Law that the ré gs ch oí the 
House of Commons are private. The House of 
Commons knows no theoretical distinction he- 
tween secret and pubhc sittings. De pure, 
they are all secret. Either the Speaker or a 
single member has a right to propose the ex- 
clusion of strangers. On several occasions 
bath the public and the Press have been ex- 
cluded from the House of: Commons. In 
June, 1849, the doors were closed for. two 
hours, and no report of what passed during 
the interwal appeared in the newspapers. In 
May, 1870, strangers were ordered to with- 
draw to avoid the giving:of publicity to a dis- 
cussion on the Contagious Diseases Act. Ona 
later occasion the late Mr. Joseph Bigger 
‘‘espied stranger,’ apparently for the express 
purpose of securing the exclusion of King 
Edward, then Prince of Wales.

REVELATIONS OF VON DER 


GOLTZ. 


A White Paper presented to both Houses 
of Parliament, and issued. last night for pub- 
lication, gives in an introductory. narrative, 
and in a sworn statement written by Horst 
von der Goltz, known also as Bridgeman 
Taylor, an interesting account of German 
plots framed through the agency of Captain 
von Papen, Military Attaché, and other Ger- 
man officials in the United States. These in- 
cluded an invasion of the towns upon the~ 
coasts of the Great Lakes, the destruction 
with dynamite of the great grain elevators 
and of railway stations, aad, with a view to 
crippling Canada, fo invasion of that 
Dominion by Germans from the United States, 
The historical narrative is as follows :— 


HISTORICAL NARRATIVE, 

Horst von der Goltz arrived in -England 
from Holland on the 4th November, 1914. 
He offered information upon projected air 
raids, the source where the Emden derived 
her information as to British shipping, and 
how the Leipzig was obtaining her coal sup- 
plies. He offered toi go back to Germany to 
obtain the information, and all he asked for 
in the first instance was his travelling ex- 
penses. He was interrogated, and, as his 
statements were conflicting and unsatisfactory, 
he’ was detained.. Von der Goltz was, on the 
13th, November, 1914, charged with failing to 
register, and on the 26th November he was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment, with 
a recommendation for deportation. -He served 
his sentence at Pentonville Prison, and at ; 
the expiration he was held in custody, first at 
Brixton and then at Reading Prison, for de- 
portation. 

On the 2nd.January, 1916, certain — 
were taken from Captain von Papen, late 
Military Attaché to the German: Embassy at_ 
Washingtori, at Falmouth. Among them was 
a cheque, dated the lst September, 1914, for 
200 dollers in favour of Bridgeman Taylor, 
von der Goltz’s alias. The cheque was en- 
dorsed ‘‘ Bridgeman Taylor’? in von der 
Goltz’s handwriting. It has already been re: 
produced in facsimile in a previous publica- 
tion. 

On the 3lst January, 1916, this cheque was 
shown to von der Goltz; he admitted his 
handwriting, and asked to be allowed to make 
a voluntary statement. He was removed to 
Brixton Prison for the night, and writing 
materials were supplied to him by the 
Governor, 

On the 2nd February he was asked whether 
che was, willing to swear to the truth of his 
statements before a commissioner of oaths. 
He assented, and arrangements were made 
accordingly. 

Von der Goltz’s statement finds corrobora- 
tion in the cheques taken. from Captain von 
Papen at Falmouth, amongst which were the 
following :— :

Tauscher, 21st November and 18th Deeember) 
were paid after he had left America. 


HORST VON DER GOLTZ’S 
STATEMENT. 


The sworn statement by Horst 
Goltz contams the following :— 

'Fhe-órd August, 1914, licence was given to 
me by my commanding officer (Mexican Army) 
to separate myself from the service of the . 
brigade to which I was attached for the term 
of six months, said leave to be extended 
at my application. I left directly for 
Fl Paso, exas, where I was told 
bv Mr. Kuck, German Consul at Chihuahua, 
Mexico, who stayed there, to put myself at 
the disvosition of Captain von Papen. - I left 
there for Washington, D.C., the 18th August, 
and received there a letter informing me that 
Captain von Papen would like to meet me at 
New York in about ten-twelve days. I left, 
consequently, Washington, and went to sta 
for some days at Ashburv‘ Park (10th Angust), 
and arrived at New York after about five-six 
days (date of arrival to he found in the book 
of the Holland House). I then paid a visit to 
Dr. Kraske, Vice-Consul at the German Gene- 
ral Consulate, and was told by him that. he 
would inform me bv. letter when von Papen 
would see me, in order to erable me to avoid 
being seen too much at the Consulate. Two 
to three days afterwards I received a letter, 
written by Dr. Kraske, on private paper, 
telling me that a gentleman who was interested 
in ‘me wished to see me at the Consulate at a 
certain hour. The letter was written in this 
manner by agreements.

The force will be 
called out for actual military, service anly if 
and when it becomes necessary for the purpose 
of repelling an invasion being imminent. The

THE CAURES WOOD. 


MARVEL OF DEFENSIVE - 
WORK. . 


THE ‘C.C, POSITION. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 
AMSTERDAM, ApBiL 15. 

The rsemi-ofhcial Norddeutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung publishes a description from its war 
correspondent, W. S. Schouermann, entitled 
“Through the Caures Wood to Beaumont,” 
in which the writer explains the difficulties 

confronting the Germans in that region. . 
Beaumont, he says, is situated a good two 


positions, which jutted out at the northern 
edge of Caures Wood into our front, south of 
Flabas and Ville-Devant-Chaumont. In the 
intervening space the attackers had first to 
pass through the Caures Wood, then across 
the bare Héight 225, which was provided 
with obstacles, and was flanked by the little 
wood: of Fay and the wooded ridge of La 
Wavrille. Then only could the attack on the 
field fortifications of Beaumont begin, and 
after’ their capture house after house had to 
be taken in street fighting. Every. one of these 
names connotes a complex of obstacles and 
fortifications, and it is neither rhetoric nor 
exaggeration to state that every inch of 
ground had to be fought. for. 

THE WINDY CORNER. 

The Caures Wood is a dense, extensive one. 
The salients in the north-west towards 
Flabas and in the north-east towards Ville 
were already in our hands during the trench 
warfare. In the middle of the brushwood 

ordering the forest the German and French 
trenches encountered each other at a point 
called the ‘‘ windy corner,” separated only 
from each other by a zon¢ of barbed wire nine 
rnetres in width. From the dug-outs where 
our storming columns collected for the de- 
cisive moment, I visited\ the whole space of 
this battle sector, in order to understand how 
it was possible to capture by storm such a 
nexus of fortifications. Of the first Frénch 
position, and of the second, which lay behind 
the first some 120 to 150 metres, there is not 
much remaining. They were thoroughly over- 
whelmed by mines and artillery. But one still 
sees that they were constructed with great 
skill and expert knowledge, and the concrete 
dug-outs (Unterstaende), furnished with ma- 
chine guns, withstood the powerful German 
fire not at all badly. 

DIFFICULT BRUSHWOOD. 

The brushwood between the two trench 
lines, in so far as it has not been destroyed 
by fire, is exceedingly dense. It is almost 
impossible to get through it, especially where 
éver the ground is laid barbed wire, which 
one hardly sees beneath the withered under- 
growth. Behind the second French line, also, 
the wood is so dense that one could get 
| through chevauxs de frise more quickly with 
| a pair of shears’ than through these thickets 
{and brakes with axe and hacking knife 
| (haumesser). Then towards the middle of the 
| wood: the.brushwood disappeared, giving place 
| to magnificent old trees, beeches and oaks, 
i 
|

Approaching the south-eastern border of the 
Caures Wood along the road Ville-Vacherau- 
ville, one finds the undergrowth again increas- 
ing, and soon so dense that it is impossible 
to advance one step without painfully break- 
ing one’s way through. One has to search for 
one of the pathways which our storming 
columns have hewn amidst a rain of bullets. 
Soon, it is true, one discovers other ways. 

SHELL CRATERS AS COVER, 

The craters formed by the shells which 
here and there tore great holes in the wood 
increase in number until finally they form al- 
most one continual trench. These shell holes 
served our storming troops in their approach. 
They offered some cover against the French 
machine gun fire, and we will yet learn the 
importance that these craters had during the 
attack. A very remarkable kind of. cover 
was obtained in another way. The high trees 
in the wood" are often cracked, split, and 
hewn down by the artillery. But sometimes, 
too, a shell, without striking, has rooted up 
a gigantic tree simply by -the air pressure. 
The mass of earth torn out and still sticking 
to the roots forms a natural breastwork, while 
the hole behind it offers a shelter where the 
men could gather and take some breath before 
the common advance, 

THE NARROW PATH OF THE TROOPS. 

‘Quite suddenly, however, the wood & en- 
tirely barred. Wire loops, barbed wire, man- 
traps make any step forward impossible. 
Here, too, one must take the narrow path 
which our troops have made., It ends with a 
barricade of trees, built up like a wall, and 
so.tightly knit together with wire netting that 
it appears out of the question to hew an 
opening with an axe. To climb over is-also 
impossible, as the outer layer is perpendicular, 
and higher than a man, and in some places 
even much higher. Then come a zone of 
barbed wire. and other obstacles of every | 
kind, and then one reaches the third and 
strongest French position in the-Caures Wood, 
the so-called C.C. position. On it the enemy 
have:employed every art of defence. Very 
skilfally taking advantage of the unevenness 
of the ground, invisible to airmen, pointed in 
front and in the rear, jutting out so that the 
attacker could always be flanked, the C.C. 
— lay deep in the wood, and hardly to 
ve grappled with by the artillery owing to its 
irregular shape. It was interlarded with ma- 
chine guns, the shelters of which were so well 
made of concrete and covered with iron 
girders, beams, and earth, that only a full 
hit of heavy calibre could put them out of 
action. Between were breastworks of earth 
and hurdles for the infantry, who had also, 
close by, deep and safe shelters. Only after 
the capture of this C.C. position was the 
Caures Wood in our hands. i 


PRESIDENT POINCARE AT

ENEMY’S LINES RAKED BY 75’S. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR SPECIAL.) 
PARIS, Tuurspay. 

The Petit Journal publishes the following 
interesting details of yesterday 's battle at. Les 
Eparges :— 

Very early in the morning, after arf in- 
tense bombardment of our trenches, the 
enemy launched against us a series of incon- 
clusive assaults in successive rushes. Our 75’s 
and machine guns raked the enemy’s. lines, 
which followed one another at 10 or 12 :netres 
distance apart. The first attack was a com 
plete failure. 

Reinforced by fresh contingents, the enemy 
attempted a second attack, which only 1e- 
sulted in adding to his losses. But the Ger- 
mans, desiring to obtain a success at any cost, 
launched a third attack, which our curtain fire 
could not completely stop, in spite of the ter- 
rible losses it inflicted on the enemy, who 
succeeded in gaining a footing in our first line 
trenches. However, we launched a counter- 
attack, which turned them out of the positions 

sr im before they had time to organise their 

efence. i 


SEMI-OFFICIAL REPORT. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION WAR S$PECIAL.) 
PARIS, THunspay. 

The daily semi-ofhcial revigw of the battle 
of Verdun ,issued ‘here last night says :— 

The Germans continued to bombard the 
whole of our front before Verdun Fam 3 
but without delivering any iniantry attack. 
Their fire was mainly directéd against the 
western sector (Hill 304-Mort Homme), on 
which their artillery poured forth a veritable 
avalanche of shells of heavy calibre, the un- 
mistakable forerunner of a coming offensive 
against these two dominant positions. 

Having for a long time, and at great cost, 
tested the solidity of our lines, both on our 
left wing (Avagcourt-Cumiéres), our centre 
(Poivre Hill), and on the right (Douaumont- 
Vaux), the enemy, in order to try and obtain 
a success, which is daily slipping further and 
further from his grasp, has Coon compelled te 
extend the field of battle to the Woevre, to 
Les Eparges, 18 kilometres south-east of Ver- 
dun. Yesterday evening's communiqué indeed 
reported that our batteries had fired on troops 
massing in the region of St. Mihiel. It was, 
therefore, probable that these concentrations 
were intended to act concentrically against 
our armies disposed ef on the heights of the 
Meuse, and so threaten our position a; the 
end of the line. 

This is a diversion which the Germans at- 
tempted with great energy in the course of 
the day, returning three times in succession 
to the attack of our positions at Les Eparges. 
In the last attack they succeeded in reaching 
the edge of our first line trenches on a length 
of 200 metres, bus a counter-attack drove 
them out almost at once. 

In the end they did not manage to retain 
the smallest part of the trench. Their effec- 
tives had been wasted, and once again they 
had sustained a costly reverse. In any case, 
the enemy’s chances of success, if he were to 
seek shelter under the limestone of the heights 
of the Meuse, would be very doubtful. The 
enemy cannot hope to obtain a decision by a 
partial offensive against the extreme point of 
our defensive organisations of Verdun; but 
the German Command’s perpetual variations 
in tactics and incessant changes of objective 
are in themselves very distinct indications of 
the difficulty in which they find themsel-es in 
face of the untiring resistance of the French 
troops. i

AFTER THE WAR. 


VIEWS OF MR. BONAR LAW AND 
' ‘MR. RUNCIMAN. 

The Council of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce has issued the official report of the 
deputation which waited on Mr. Bonar Law 
and Mr. Runciman earlier in the month to 
urge the. Government to inguire into the 
desirability of fostering and safeguarding 
those industries which have, since the com- 
mencement of the war, been engaged in the 
manufacture of articles formerly made to a 
large extent in enemy countries, or any in- 
dustries which have in the past suffered 
seriously from German and Austrian com- 
petition. In the course of his speech, 

Mr. Bonar Law said—I am sure you will not 
expect either Mr. Runciman or myself to give 
you any definition of policy now. More than 
one speaker has referred to the Paris Con- 
ference. We shall go there on precisely the 
same footing as the members of any other 
Government. We have been trying to get 
from the Government of France, which sug- 
gested the Conference, an idea of what the 
proceedings are to be, and they are going to 
it, as we are, with the idea that we shall 
discuss the situation which has been created 
by the war and our relationship. We shall all 
be free to discuss it, and I can assure you that 
neither Mr. Runciman nor I will go with any 
fixed ideas, but we shail go with a desire to 
evolve some policy which will be of advantage 
to the Empire as a whole. You have asked 
that we should make a clear declaration of 
policy. That might be very desirable, but 
think what it would mean. Suppose, for’in- 
stance, we took it in this form, that, in order 
to encourage industries which have been 
started for the purpese of the war, we should 
have a tariff afterwards—suppose that was to 
be said—it is quite obvious it would be very 
useful if it could be said unitedly by the pre- 
sent Government, because it would show that 
the two great parties were united about it, 
but if it was said by one of the parties only it 
would leave the whole thing open for 
the future, and no tariff, ‘if it 
could be put on today, would be 
binding on a new House of Commons. 
That must always be so; it must always be at 
the mercy of the House of Commons of the 
day; aud, therefore, the only advantage we 
can hope to gét from such a declaration of 
policy is-the indication of the agreement of 
the representatives of the two great parties 


A NEW STANDPOINT. 


Now, I do think there has been a great 
change in public feeling upon this subject as 
the result of the war, and [ think I may ven- 
ture to say without any danger of a difference 
of opinion with Mr. Runciman—for it is 
quite right that we should realise that there 
have been two views upon this question, and, 
as a matter of fact, the two views are repre- 
sented by Mr. Runciman and myself—that 
this question will 6e considered from: a new 
starting “gon altogether—{hear, hear)—and 
that it will not, be entirely a question of what 
will pay us that will decide our course in 
future. In other words, 1 think we may say 
that three principles are agreed upon. First, 
that the words used by Adam Smith are true, 
and that security’ must ,be regarded as even 
greater than opulence. I think we are all 
agreed about . that. I think we are also 
agreed Ahat the way in which the war was 
brought about by the Germans, and has been 
carried on by them, will nét be forgotten - 
Íuture generations in this country, an 
whether it is right or wrong, and whether it 
pays or does not pay us, I do not believe 
that the people of this country will ever again 
allow the Germans to exploit the markets of 
the Empire as they did before the war. The 
third thing on which we are agreed is this. 
I do not say we are agreed that there will be 
a preferential system with the Colonies, but 
I am quite sure that the feeling of solidarity 
in the aillte which has been brought about, 
the feeling of sympathy and admiration here 
for what our Colonies have done, will make us 
approach this subject with a real desire on the 
part of everybody, whatever their fiscal views, 
to meet the desires of the Colonies. It is 
clearly the duty of this Government to see to 
what extent we can get agreement on vital 
principles, to do everything in our power to 
get agreement, for remember that behind all 
this question is the question of the union 
of the Empire. - That will never be secured 
in the et way as the result of 
party quarrels, either in this country 
or anywhere else. Therefore, from 
every point of view,\it is clearly our duty, 
and I shall certainly deal with the matter 
in that way, to see to what extent we can get 
agreement, and only if agreement is impos- 
sible should we fight about it. [I feel that on 
all these subjects exactly the same thing 
applies as in regard to the conduct of the 
war and the continuance of this Governmerit.

Srr,—OUn behalf of the members of this 
Club, over 1,000 in number, and also on behalf 
of the rest of the motor owners in Ireland, 
we beg to submit for your consideration in 
reference to the proposed increase of taxes on 
motor cars: 

1. The proportion of cars owned -in this 
country pureiy for purposes of pleasure, as 
distinct from a mere means of conveyance for 
the carrying on of necessary business, is, as 
compared with England and Scotland, very 
smail, and particularly so as regards cars 
liable to duty less than £6 63. The vast 
majority of such cars are owned by “proies- 
sional and business men and clergymen, who 
pense used horses and ponies, and are 

ept entirely for business purposes. . 

2. Great a of cars in Ireland hitherto 
liable to the duty, and over, were pur- 
chased secondhand, and are owned by people 
who could not afford to buy smaller cars new. 
We are satisfied from the statements of our 
members and the letters in the Press and 
those received on the subject that practically 
all such cars will be laid up entirely, thus 
causing— 

(a) Great inconvenience and loss to the 
owners ; 

(6) Hardship amounting in many cases 
to severe distress, and even want, to num- 
bers who depend for a livelihood on the 
use of motor cars;. 

(c) The stoppage of many ‘forms. of 
charitable and compassionate services 
rendered to wounded and convalescent 


have been absolutely impossible; and 
(d) Loss of revenue to the Exchequer. 

5. Many ts of this country are remote 
from and ill-supplied with trains, ahd profes- 
sional and business men who have for a long 
time past discarded horses, and have been 
relying entirely. on motor cars to enable them 
to carry on their ordinary business, cannot 
now, owing partly to the scarcity of horses 
arising from the war, and also and chiefly to 
the impossibility of selling cars on account of 
the taxes, return to their former system. 

4. Those who may be able to continue to 
use their cars and pay the new taxes will not 
be sufficient in numbers to maintain the local 
repairers and suppliers of motor necessities, 
and will on that account be compelled to lay 
them up. 

5. The greatly increased price of petrol and 
the extreme difficulty in obtaining it in this 
country has already resulted in the discon- 
tinued use of a great number of cars. 

6. A very considerable proportion of the 
work now being done for the military authori- 
ties in Ireland, including the conveyance of 
wounded soldiers, must necessarily be discon- 
tinued. 

7. The estimate of yield from the proposed 
taxes must presume the continued use of the 
great majority of the cars at present paying 
duty, but in this country we are confident 


| that so many will be laid up that the esti- 


mated yield will not be realised. 

8. The very numerous ‘letters which have 
appeared in the newspapers of all shades of 
opinion and politics show the apprehension 
with which the tax is viewed, and the follow- 
ing are copies of the leading articles from the 


paper) and from the Freeman's Journal (the 
Official Nationalist organ).

The Committee confidently hope that the 
difference in the conditions in this country 
from those in the rest of the United Kingdom 
will be recognised, and such a remission of the 
proposed duties made as will be necessary if a 
very great hardship and injustice is not to be 
inflicted on a large class of the community in 
Ireland.

Str,—A great deal has been written from 
many points of view on the question of the 
new motor taxes, but up to the present a 
considerable proportion of the letters seem to 
have been animated by a desire on the part 
of the writer to get the tax, or part of it, 
off his own shoulders on to those of some 
other motorist rather than on to those of 
the general yea aad community. The 
owners of Ford cars seem especially 
aggrieved, more as Ford car owners, how- 
ever, than as motorists. Similarly there are 
medical men, specially privileged im the past, 
who claim that the preferential treatment 
they have been receiving, should be ex- 
tended. This division in the ranks of car 
owners naturally paralyses their associations 
and clubs, hinders combined movement, and 
gelights the opponents of the self-propelled 
vehicle. 

The tax was not originally an Imperial 
source of revenne, but a levy for the im- 
provement of the country’s highways. When 
the war broke out, the Development Fund 
was temporarily deflected from its real 
object. It might have been caqntended that 
it was not so much the motorist’s money 
as the entire community’s that was bein 
taken, since all suffered if roads were allow 
to deteriorate. It is an entirely different 
matter, however, now that these taxes have 
been so materially increased. The motorist, 
of course, pays his share of all other taxes, 
direct and indirect, in a very large number 
of cases paying super-tax. Having done his 
duty as a citizen, he has to begin paying 
his series of special imposts peculiar to the 
car owner. He pays for a driving licence, a 
registration fee for each car, a heavy tax 
on every gallon of his prime necessity, 
petrol; then a very large import duty on his 
car, if foreign, or a proportionate increase in 
the cost of the home-made article, brought 
about by the tax. Then, after all these, 
comes his motorists’ tax, heavy enough 
before, but doubled or trebled now, as the- 
case may be The man of equal means who 
indulges his taste in Fr www motor launches, 
racehorses, or any of the hundred and one 
luxuries in which the wealthy indulge, or 
even he who hoards his money, pays nothing 
extra in the way of taxation for the enjoy- 
ment ‘of what might much more reasonably 
be called luxuries than motoring. How can 
this be justified? Why not extend the prin- 
ciple, and single out for special imposts men 
of certain heights, colour of hair, religious 
belief, or who appear in certain alphabetical 
sections of directories? ; 

The unfair incidence of these taxes, how- 
ever, goes much further. It is only the 
owner, as apart from the hirer, who will 
have to help on the war by these taxes 
The very large section of motor users who 
hire cars by the mile, the day, or the year 
escape totally. Few outside trade circles 
realise the enormous number of cars, often 
of the most luxurious and expensive makes, 
which are hired by the user complete

OBTAINING A PASSPORT. 

Receiving a Jetter of introduction to. Mr. 
Luederitz, Cgnsul at Baltimore, who was to 
aid me by his counsel, I went there, taking 
‘Tucker with me, and was received by! Mr. 
Luederitz at the Consulate in Baltimore. He 
evidently had been informed about the matter 
beforehand, for he addressed me as Major von 
der -Goltz, although my letter of introduc- 
tion was written in favour of Mr. Bridgeman 
H. ‘Faylor. e showed very much interest, 
and, besides supplying me with a revolver— 
my own being out of order temporarily—sug- 
gested to furnish me with a passport to be 
obtained through the State Department, 
Washington, D.C., proving me to “ B. I. 
Taylor, in order that TI should be able to- 
travel safely. He also proposed io me to 
make use of part of the crew and one officer 
of a G. ship at that time in the harbour, 
and furnished me with his visit card, at the 
back of which he wrote recommending Major 
von der Goltz, or something to that effect, 
which I should give to the captain of the 
ship. , One of the clerks, a notary, made 
out an application to the State Department, 
Washington, D.C., for a passport’ purporting 
to be desired by a certain H aylor. All 
information given in this passport was fic- 
titious. It was arranged that this passport 
was to be sent to Mr. Ba, New York, who 
was to deliver it to me. The following day, 
a Sunday, I paid, accompanied by Tucker, a 
visit to the ship, dined there, and selected ‘the 
men intended to be used in the enterprise 
personally, The men were acquainted 
with the duties demanded from them. 
The captain promised me to pay off the men 
selected at the consulate in, a few days and 
to send them to New York under the super- 
vision of an officer. Everything necessary 
having been agreed upon, I left for New 
York to report there to:Captain von Papen. 
Arrived at New York, I selected three men 
recommended to me, acquainted them with 
the main object of the scheme, and agreed 
to pay them daily while in New York. their 
employment to cease when the objéct of our 
enterprise should have been. achieved; in that 
case the ‘men should also receive a bonus., 
Expecting the arrival of the sailors from 
Baltimore, I spent several days waiting, mean- 
while meeting von Papen frequently at the 
German Club or at the Cgnsulate. 

A CHEQUE FROM VPN PAPEN. 

As I needed money to furnish these sailors 
with necessaries, Captain von Papen gave me 
a cheque payable to Bridgeman Taylor, which 
cheque I had cashed through the agency of an 
acquaintance, Mr. Stallford, member of the 
German Clab.. The men arrived, were quar- 
tered in several hotels; but, on my noticing 
that my movements were being watched, 
sent them hack to make the detectives think 
the enterprise abandoned. I told Captain 
von Papen that it would be more easy Jor 
him to supply me with materials, dynanfite, 
and arms cheaply, on account of his connec- 
tions, informing him that I‘ could not get 
those miteria!s except at a prohibitive price, 
Von Papen then informed me that Captain 
Tauscher, of Krupp’s Agency, had agreed to 
furnish me with those things, and told me 
to see him at his office. I saw Mr. Tauscher, 
and he gave me a letter of introduction to the 
Dupont Powder Company, recommending 5. 
H. Taylor, and the company supplied me with 
an order to the bargee in charge of the dyna- 
mite barges lying on the New Jersey side near 
the Statue of Liberty. . In order to yet 
the dynamite it. was necessary for me to hire 
a motor-boet at a place near 146 street, Har- 
lem, and to put tho dynamite on board of the 
arge it suit cases. Aiter veturning to the 
station, where I had hired the boat, I went in

| a taxi-cab, having two suit cases with me, to 


the German Club, to see von Papen, who told 
me to call for the generators and the wire 
again at the club. I took the dynamite to my 
rooms, where | kept also a portion of the 
arms packed in small portmanteaus ready to 
be removed, the rest of the dynamite and 
arms being in the keeping of two of my 
agents, one of which was Mr. Fritzen, dis- 
charged from a Russian steamer, where he 
had acted in the capacity of purser; the other 
one being Mr. Busse, a commercial agent, 
who had lived for some time in England; the | 
only other agent I employed besides ©. 
Covani, who attended to ina personally, 
Tucker not being entrusted with any of those 
things. Two or three days afterwards I re- 
ceived from Captain von Papen at his roopis 
at the club, in the presence of Fritzen and 
Covani, generators and wire, which I took 
to my rooms in a taxi-cab. After some days 
spent by conferring about the ways in "which 
we would try to execute the orders given to 
we started ftom Central Station. New 
York, for Buffalo, Fritzen, Busse, and Tucker 


taking care of the dynamite and arms, Covani 


attending to me. 
MONEY AND INSTRUCTIONS, 


Arrived at Buffalo I hired rooms at 19b 
Delaware avenue, had the dynamite brought 
there, and spent some days trying to get 
information about the precautions taken by 
the Canadian Government. Then I trans- 
ported myself and three of the agents to. 
Niagara Falls; New York, the 15th Septem- 
ber. While-still at Buffalo I received a tele- 
gram sent by von Papen’ and signed 
‘Steffens;’’ informing that John Ryan, 
lawyer, had money and instructions. I went 
to see this man, but he told me he knew 
nothing whatever about the matter. I 
directly sent telegram to “'Steffens” asking 
for explanation. The 16th September received 
answer, “Ryan got money.” On applying to 
the man again Í received money but no 1“- 
structions. Bemg thrown upon my own d:s- 
cretion, I determined to reconnvitre the 
terrain where I wanted to art first, but to 
do nothing further till I should receive orders. 
On 25th September received notice from Ryan 
to come to Buffalo. Having meantime re- 
ceived privately information that the Ist 
Canadian Contingent had left Valcartier 
Camp, I knew that I should be gecalled, 
the object of the enterprise being 
removed. I received from Ryan the telegram 
agreed upon in that case, but as I had spent 
most of the money furnished to me I asked 
whether Ryan had not received money so as to 
enable me to pay off the men. Ryan said he 
had not, but gave me some on his own initia: 
tive, and said he would wire to “ Steffens:”’ On 
the 26th September I received telegram from 
“ Steffens’’ telling me to do what I did think 
best, and asking whether I had received 200 
dollars. Thinking it best to return to New 
York, all the more as funds were insufficient, 
I discharged Busse atid Fritzen, who went to 
Buffalo, left dynamite and other materials in 
the keeping of an aviator who was manager 
of the Fels Restaurant at Niagara Falls, to be 
used’ again when necessary, and left with 
Covani for New York. by way of Buffalo. 


A MISSION TO GERMANY. 


Having arrived at New York, I went to re- 
port to von Papen at the G. Club, and when 
asked by him why I had not acted on his in- 
structions, replied that I had not received any 
instructions from Ryan, and that I tem- 

rised awaiting further orders. The matter 
Roving been explained to his satisfaction, he 
asked me if I was ready to go to Germany. 
Receiving a reply in the affirmative, he said 
that he would arrange with Count Bernstorff 
for my passage, and that I should present my- | 
self at my arrival at Berlin at the ment, 
III. B. General Staff. Some days later I re- 
ceived from him 200 dollars to pay for my 
passage, although I had myself money enough. 

. . . I left the same day, the 8th October, 
for Italy. 1 received also from Captain von 
Papen a letter of introduction to the German 
Consul-General at Genoa, recommending me 
to him. This letter was written in favour of 
Horst von.der Golts. Since that time I have 
had no communication with Captain von 
Papen. 

UNITED STATES SECRET SERVICE 

AWARE. 

Following I will give some facts come to 
my knowledge connected with the enterprise, 
which I have reserved, because for some rea- 
sou or other they do not properly belong to 


me ve 
Service knew about the matter from beginning 
to end. I know I was watched in New York, 
Baltimore, and Buffalo, and telling 

of this he replied that the men 
had orders only to watch, but to interfere on 
no account. His statement confirmed my 
suspicions, to which I arrived after careful de- 
liberation. Before.I left New York a mes- 
senger arrived at my rooms sent by Captain 
von Papen by previous arrangement, to call 
for a portmanteau containing revolvers and 
automatics, which were to be used again when 

ded, . . . I received no remuneration 
for my services, but the money I expended 
on hotel bills, travelling and other private ex- 
penses was refunded to me. Of course all the 
money n for the payment of my men, 
expenses for them, etc., was paid to me by 
Captain von Papen in advance; only once 
per cheque, all other payments a made 
to me in United States of America Treasury 
notes, with the exception of the money I 
‘received through Ryan, which consis of 
ordinary bank notes. ‘ 

VON PAPEN’S SPECULATIONS. 

Before I left New York I had some conver- 
sation with Captain von Papen about the war, 
and, while speaking of the end of the war, 
Captain von Papen said: ** Should things start 
to look bad for us, there will something 
happen over here.’’ In connection with other 
statements of his, he speculated on America 
joining Germany or on a possible uprising in 
the U.S.A. Orders were also sent by Capcain 
von Papen to most of the consuls or consular 
agents in cities near the Canadian frontier 
to assist me with all means at their power. 
I frequently was present when Captain von 
Papen received information through men 
who came to see him about matters con- 
nected with German, Irish, and other asso- 
ciations, but I am unable to recall the exact 
topic of the conversations. I was also pre- 
sent when Captain von Papen paid some of 
those men, at least I saw him giving them 
money. Captain von Papen informed me 
that he had been very short of money: to be 
used to gain information, till. Dernberg had 
arranged matters. 

The document from which the foregoing 
statements are abstracted is signed “ H. v. 
Goltz,”’ and concludes with the declaration 
that the statements have been made on the 
understanding that they are not to be used 
against him for purposes of prosecution in 
the United Kingdom, and‘ that. he is not to 
be extradited or sent to any country where 
he would be liable to punishment.

MANUAL INSTRUCTION IN 
NATIONAL SCHOOLS. 
Questions recently put to the Chief Secre- 
tary in Parliament in regard to manual in- 
struction and medical treatment in day Na- 
tional schools in Ireland again direct attention 
to these important subjects. Mr. Birrell 
mentioned that the National Edacation Com- 
missioners have at present no funds at their 
disposal íor meeting applicatiofs for the 
teaching of manual instruction. He also stated 
that a scheme for medical treatment had been 
drafted in June, 1914, but in August the Trea- 
eury iutimated that under the circumstances 
then existing they regretted that they were 
unable to entertain it. As soon as financial 
provision can again be made the proposals will 
be considered. Bas 
~ A scheme of manual instruction for National 
schools has been prepared by the Roman 
Catholic Workin Boy 
ciation, a body that is doing admirable work 
in a limited manner to help juvenile workers 
out of that blind alley into which, unfor- 
tunately, they are led, owing to the nature 
and conditions of their employment. » With 
the wastage entailed by the war and the keen 
struggle for trade that must follow it, there ts 
an imperative need for securing efficient all 
round practical education for our rising 
generation. In Dublin, and in most urban 
centres in Ireland, the economical and social 


cult in relation to the children of the working 
classes. In a small way it is being bravely 
tackled by the Association aren w club 


Dublin, where evening classes are, held for 
working boys. The boys are helped to prepare 
for the rather formidable entranc® examina- 
tion which is necessary for admittance to 
most of the trade and technical classes in the 
city schools. The introductory courses in- 
stituted in some technical schools to lead up 
to this examination are not wel] attended, as 
a rule, by working boys, who, coming gene- 
rally from humble or necessitous homes, ill- 
shod and poorly clad, often feel ashamed to 
attend the technical schools, to mix with 
more comfortably circumstanced students in 
the’ relatively magnificent surroundings of the 
Technical Institute. The Committee of the 
Association, who have given careful considera- 
tion to the problem, are of opinion that co- 
ordination between the National schools and 
local technical. institutions could be estab- 
lished by the formation in each school of a 
trades class, chosen from boys suitable to be 
put forward for the technical entrance cxami- 
nation. The formation is also suggested in 
connection with every National school of an 
evening or continuation school for such boys 
as may leave to go to work at such a low 
standard that they would be unable, without 
further study, to pass the entrance examina- 
tion. Such boys, in third or fourth standard, 
would be thus encouraged to attend a night 
school, as it would ‘‘ lead somewhere." 


MANUAL WORK. 

In claiming sympathetic treatment from the 
Treasury for the establishment of manna] work 
in the National schools, the Committee point 
out that they are only asking for what is al- 
ready accepted elsewhere in the United King- 
dom as a necessary part of elementary schoo: 
work. kor many years past, in most urban 
districts in England and Scotland, the boy in 
the board school is set to a course of manua’ 
instruction from the age of 11 to 14, and in 
this way as a worker, when he starts in the 
working world with a three years’ course ip 
the real handling of tools to his credit, he 
has an initial advantage over his untrained 
trade competitor in Ireland. A contributing 
cause, if not a prime cause, of the pre. 
disposition of the more clever pupils to seek 
office work rather than trades lies, in the 
opinion of the Committee, in the rather 
bookish tendencies of the curriculum of the 
National schools.

EXTRAORDINARY AFFAIR 
PETROGRAD. 
3 PETROGRAD, Tuverspay. 

An amazing affair, recalling the famous 
Sydney street siege in London a few vears 
ago, has occurred here in broad daylight. 
Three armed men stopped a cab, in: which 
an employé of a Petrograd factory gnd a 
boy were bringing two packets of notes, 
amounting to £440 and £5,500 respectively, 
for payment of wages. The bandits made the 
man’ and boy throw up their hands, and 
seized the packets of £440, but overlooked 
the £35,500 parcel.* They then fled. One of 
the robbers shot and killed with a revoiver 
án employé who went in pursuit. <A _police- 
man and a soldier who attempted to seize the 
bandifs were also wounded. A hue and cty 
\arose, and the police and hundreds of other 
ersong pursued the robbers,- who continued 
ring, wousding a passer-by. Two of the 
‘obbers took refuge in a one-storeyed_ cottage. 
The gardener who lived in the cottage, his 
wife, a woman friend, and twe children were 
placed in a back room, while they themselves 
occupied the front room. The house was 
surrounded by police and soldiers, and there 
Was a sar aw SE, exchange of fire. 

The robbers fired about a hundred shots, 
wounding two policemen. The police, break- 
ing the window in the back room, removed 
the women and children, and then set fire 
to the house with petroleum. The robbers 
continuously fired at the police, who were 
provided with shields. When finally the 
shooting ceased, and the flames were ex- 
tinguished. the house was entered and the 

dies of two of the robbers were found with 
shots in the head. They had apparently com-, 
mitted suicide: It is suspected that thé 
third robber was arrested.

for medical examination, in not drawing his 
clothing, and in not putting on his oniform 
when ordered to do so. r. R. C. Hawkin, 
.barrister, on behalf of the accused, took ob- 
jection to the jurisdiction of the Court on the 
ground that the accused was a civilian. 
Chappelow, he said, was an assistant at the 
Education Offices of the London County Coun- 
cil, and as such he was in a certified occupa- 
tion. He also held a certificate of exemption 
under the provisions of the Military Service

BACH’S ST. JOHN PASSION. 
———— ——e” 

The’ final portion of the Passion was given 
last night in St. Patrick’s Cathedral. With 
the exception of the chorale, there was no 
overlapping. After a short recitative, sung 
by the Evamgelist, the “choir sang the chorus 
‘*Let us not divide it, but cast lots,” with 
great fire and dash. ‘This is, perhaps, one of 
the best worked-out fugues in the whole work, 
and is most descriptive of the soldiers 
wrangling with each other as to who shall 
have the garment. Then more recitatives, 
after which the chorale ' While His parting 
spirit sinks,” which is a repetition of a 
mse by Vulpins heard earlier in the work. 
The recitatives which follow are, perhaps, 
the most beautiful in the whole Passion, and 
they were sung by Mr. Greer and Mr. Mar 
chant with all the feeling anu tenderness that 
art could produce, particularly at the words 
‘‘It is finished ” and “ And He bowed His 
head and departed.” The air which follows 
‘* Beloved Saviour’’ is a wonderful piece of 
writing—a “cello obbligato to the song and a 
chorale sung by the choir sotto voce. ‘hig is 
an original device of Bach, the solo proceed. 
ing without amy interruption, while the 
chorale is sung like soft-sustained’ chords 
from the organ. By the way, the chorale i“ 
an added verse of the preceding hymn, 
‘‘ While His parting spirit.” Now comes the 
most dramatic number of the work—“ And 
behold, the veil of the temple was rent in 
twain.” The accompaniment is only for 
strings, but the addition of the organ adds 
tremendously to the effect—especially the 
magnificent organ Dr. Marchant had at his 
disposal. He made good use of his oppor- 
tunity. One can imagine, if Bach had the 
modern orchestra to write for, what splendid 
and startling effects he would have produced 
here! The work now quiets down, if one may 
say go. Some long, trying recitatives fallow, 
which Mr. Greer sang with nice finish. The 
chorale *‘ Help us, Christ” has been heard in 
an earlier number. ‘Rest here in peace ’’ 
was sung by the choir with great care and 
sustaining power, after which the glorious 
chorale ‘Lord Jesus Thy dear angel send. 
(The ‘melody is anonymous—1577.) This hymn 
Was accompanied—the only accompanied one 
throughout the work. The choir sang all! 
these hymns in perfect tune, ending up each 
one exactly as it began. Much more interest 
seems to have been taken this year in the 
St. John Passion than heretofore... The 
Bach choir performed it last week in West- 
minster Abbey, and it is being done in various 
other churches. This seems strange, as the 
St. Matthew Passion has always over- 
shadowed the lesser work of St. John. How- 
ever, the same may be said of this great 
work as has been said of St. Matthew’s—“ If 
ever artist poured out his whole heart in his 
work that certainly did Bach in this Oratorio 

of the Passion.’’
